Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Statistical 
Report  on  the  health  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year,  1951. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  total  population  is  estimated  to  have  increased  slightly 
although  the  gradual  decline  in  the  birth  rate  since  the  immedi¬ 
ately  post-war  years  has  continued,  and  the  birth  rate  is  now 
practically  the  same  as  that  for  the  whole  country.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  is  even  lower  than  the  exceptionally  low  figure  of 
the  previous  year. 

The  General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

There  are  twenty  general  practitioners  in  the  Borough,  or 
approximately  one  to  2,700  of  the  population. 

The  two  general  hospitals  have  between  them  432  beds,  while 
the  former  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  at  Bramcote  which  is  now 
used  mostly  for  children,  has  50  beds.  The  Hospital  Management 
Committee’s  report  describes  the  Out-patient  accommodation  as 
inadequate  and  sub-standard,  and  the  subject  of  continued 
representations  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  majority  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  admitted 
to  King  Edward  VII  Memorial  Sanatorium  at  Hertford  Hill,  near 
Warwick,  only  14  having  been  admitted  to  one  of  the  general 
hospitals  during  the  year. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  admitted  to  the  Whitley 
Isolation  Hospital,  Coventry. 

The  statutory  services  provided  by  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council  in  the  district  include  an  ambulance  depot,  and  a  wide 
range  of  consultative  and  treatment  clinics  in  two  purpose 
designed  clinic  buildings  (formerly  the  property  of  Nuneaton 
Borough  Council).  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Coventry 
accepts  specimens  sent  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Sanitary  and  Environmental  Circumstances 

These  are  dealt  with  fully  in  the  statistical  portion  of  this 
report,  and  there  is  included  an  interesting  bar-diagram  of  the 
Borough’s  Industrial  Structure  prepared  by  Mr.  Harrison. 
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Housing 

Nothing  in  this  report  is  so  important  as  the  building  of  226 
new  houses;  an  achievement  which  has  done  more  than  any  other 
single  factor  to  contribute  to  the  health  of  Nuneaton.  This 
success  must  be  tempered,  however,  by  measuring  it  against  the 
need,  when  it  will  be  found  to  represent  a  very  modest  reduction 
of  the  demand. 

Individual  unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with  only  when  action 
has  been  particularly  convenient  or  inevitable,  and  there  remain 
enough  to  require  two  years  of  building  at  the  present  rate  for 
their  replacement.  Moreover  it  is  certain  that  the  number  of 
such  houses  will  increase  even  more  quickly  in  the  next  decade 
and  make  an  increasing  demand  upon  the  house-building  pro¬ 
gramme  long  before  that  due  to  overcrowding  has  been  satisfied; 
a  demand  which  will  do  justice  to  those  unfortunate  enough  to 
occupy  the  worst  houses  and  who  would  otherwise  see  the  next 
generation  comfortably  housed  before  their  own  claims  were 
considered. 

During  the  year  great  assistance  has  been  given  by  the 
housing  department  in  accepting  recommendations  on  medical 
grounds,  and  in  this  way  24  families  have  been  removed  from 
tuberculous  households  where  their  children  were  exposed  to 
infection  from  open  adult  cases. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Regular  inspection  of  carcases  at  the  Abattoir  has  this  year 
resulted  in  the  condemnation  of  82^  tons  of  meat,  compared  with 
58  tons  in  1949  and  70i  tons  in  1948.  It  is  not  generally  appreci¬ 
ated,  I  believe,  that  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  has  inspected 
every  pig  slaughtered  privately  by  licence. 

Details  of  routine  work  are  given  later  in  this  report,  but  I 
should  mention  here  that  the  Council  was  prompt  in  adopting 
the  model  byelaws  relating  to  Hygiene  in  the  Handling  of  Food, 
and  that  jn  addition  to  many  visits  to  premises  on  this  account 
the  film  “  Another  Case  of  Food  Poisoning  ”  was  very  kindly 
shewn  for  one  week  at  a  local  cinema. 

The  possible  dangers  to  the  public  by  mishandling  food  are 
now  widely  appreciated  by  those  in  the  trade,  especially  the 
larger  concerns,  and  while  there  is  urgent  need  to  extend  and 
continue  the  education  of  food  handlers  the  results  can  never  be 
completely  successful  until  it  is  more  profitable  for  all  traders  to 
sell  clean  food  than  dirty  food;  since  it  is  in  many  cases  more 
expensive  to  do  so,  the  real  remedy  lies  quite  as  much  in  the 
hands  of  the  consumer  as  in  those  of  the  caterer  or  merchant,  but 
so  long  as  the  traditional  staples  are  in  short  supply  and  of 
mediocre  quality,  and  the  variety  of  alternatives  limited,  the 
consumer  will  fail  (as  does  a  subsidy)  to  distinguish  clean  food 
from  dirty  food. 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  infectious  and  other  diseases 

There  were  five  cases  of  Diphtheria:  one  adult,  one  school- 
child,  and  three  pre-schoolchildren,  none  of  whom  had  been 
immunised.  There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles,  out  of  step  with 
most  of  the  country,  which  affected  mainly  schoolchildren;  this 
retreated  to  the  periphery  of  the  County,  but  has  since  then  (1951) 
returned  to  visit  the  pre-school  children.  One  case  of  Typhoid 
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Fever,  originating  in  Birmingham,  gave  rise  to  no  known  other 
cases  during  a  long  period  of  supervision.  A  small  outbreak  of 
Sonne  Dysentery  in  a  children’s  ward  was  not  so  limited,  however, 
since  the  contacts  were  discharged  indiscriminately  and  some 
were  later  shewn  to  be  infected  and  some  secondary  cases 
occurred  in  another  district. 

Of  the  10  confirmed  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  eight 
were  paralytic,  the  limbs  being  affected  in  four  cases  and  both  the 
limbs  and  trunk  in  four  cases.  The  one  death  from  this  cause 
occurred  in  a  man  aged  55,  while  of  the  other  cases  only  one  was 
severe  and  three  were  moderate.  None  of  these  cases  had  been 
recently  immunised  against  other  diseases. 

Eliot  House 

The  accommodation  at  Eliot  House  has  been  increased  from 
60  to  85  beds  and  there  is  no  doubt  of  the  demand  for  this  lodging 
house,  the  standard  of  which  is  rising  fast  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Steward  and  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Motor  Van 

The  purchase  of  a  small  motor  van,  to  replace  a  horse-drawn 
tumbril  which  had  become  dangerous  and  beyond  economical 
repair,  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  department,  particularly  in 
the  repression  of  rats  etc.,  where  bulky  equipment  can  now  be 
transported  easily  and  quickly. 

The  substance  of  this  report  represents  a  great  deal  of  respon¬ 
sible  and  laborious  work  by  all  the  Council’s  servants  in  this 
department,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  particularly;  I  have  been 
greatly  helped  also  by  the  officers  of  this  and  other  authorities 
and  institutions,  perhaps  most  of  all  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  Dr. 
Gibbons  Ward,  both  personal  friends  of  the  late  Dr.  Horsburgh.

Magisterial  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  vendor  of 
Sample  No.  791  and  resulted  in  a  fine  of  £3  and  costs. 

The  vendor  of  Samples  Nos  835  &  836  was  advised  of  their 
condition  and  the  product  was  subsequently  withdrawn  from  sale. 

The  vendors  of  Samples  Nos.  837,  838,  842  and  843  were 
cautioned  re  sale  and  in  two  cases  the  article  was  withdrawn 
from  sale. 

The  makers  of  Sample  No.  899  were  written  to  and  asked  to 
take  steps  to  obviate  any  recurrence. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  approximate  weight  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year 
was  9,435  tons. 

The  weight  dealt  with  by  the  destructor  plant,  until  the 
plant  was  closed  down  in  October,  was  5,455  tons. 

The  plant  for  the  disposal  of  offals,  condemned  meat,  fish, 
etc.,  for  the  production  of  fertilizers  and  feeding  stuffs,  etc.,  has 
been  working  satisfactorily  and  has  produced  the  following 
during  the  year.
